Explanatory Memorandum 


The Government of India have, in the year 1968 entered into an agreement 
to accord the same privileges and immunities to the representatives and officials 
of the Afro-Aslan Rural Reconstruction Organization as are obtainable to tire 
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officials of the U.N. Organizations located in India. The Headquarters of the 
Afro-Asian Rural Reconstruction Organization have continuously been located in 
India since Its very inception in 1902. Since the formal agreement between the 
Government of India and the Afro-Asian Rural Reconstruction Organization is 
effective only with effect, from the 5th March, 1968, the exemptions contained therein 
cannot be granted under the existing Rules for the period prior to the 5th TV. arch, 
1968. Accordingly on a representation received from the Afro-Asian Rural Recon¬ 
struction Organization, the Government oi' India have issued an amendment of the 
existing notification making it operative v/lth teLrospectlve effect i.e. 1st clay ol 
April 1962. The amendment to the nohfhation is necessary in view of the fact 
that the representatives and officials of the Afro-Asian Rural Reconstruction Orga¬ 
nization will now be enab'ed to claim exemption from direct taxes etc. which are 
legitimately due to them with effect from tie 1st April, 1962. By giving retrospec¬ 
tive operation to the notification, no one’s interests will be prejudicially affected. 
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
